Rainfall 
for  an  extended  period  [2  or  nore  days)  and  in  amounts  above  1  inch  will 
runoff  above  channel  capacities.

Snowpacks  are  well  above  average  for  this  date  in  nost  areas  because  of 
good  early  season  snow  accumulation  and  delayed  melt. 

Tenperatures  for  the  first  half  of  May  averaged  cooler  than  normal  with 
little  snowmelt  above  mid-elevations.  Early  in  May,  tenperatures  warmed 
and  sncwmelt  had  just  begun  when  tenperatures  cooled  and  storms  brought 
additional  noisture.  Some  valley  areas  received  snow,  and  the  snoijpack 
in  all  iTOuntain  headwaters  showed  increases  in  water  content.  Very  little 
mountain  precipitation  was  noted  at  SNOTEl  sites  from  my  ll"through  17.
